Application  blanks  and  detailed  instructions  concerning  admission  procedures  and  regu- 
lations may  be  obtained  from  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of  Admissions  and  Records  or  the 
Evening  Division  Office. 

Applicants  who  have  not  completed  all  admission  requirements  by  January  11,  1967, 
will  be  delayed  in  registering. 


FORMER  STUDENTS 

A  former  student  is  defined  as  a  student  who  (1)  has  previously  been  enrolled  in 
Memphis  State  but  (2)  was  not  enrolled  during  the  Fall  Semester.  In  order  to  gain  re- 
admission  for  the  Spring  Semester,  former  students  must  take  the  following  steps: 

(1)  Obtain  from  the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Records  or  from  the  Evening  Division 
Office  an  application  for  readmission.  Complete  this  application  and  return  it  to 
the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Records. 

(2)  Request  the  registrar  of  each  college  attended  since  last  attendance  at  MSU  to 
mail  an  official  transcript  of  credits  to  the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Records. 


NOTE:  To  receive   registration  materials  by  mail,  new   and   former  students   must 
complete  admission  requirements  by  Wednesday,  January  11.   (See  Page  7.) 


REGISTRATION  INFORMATION 

BEGINNING  FRESHMEN  AND  TRANSFER  STUDENTS 

Beginning  freshmen  and  transfer  students  will  report  for  orientation  at  8:00 
A.M.,  Monday,  January  30,  1967,  in  the  University  Auditorium  in  the  Adminis- 
tration Building.  Information  concerning  the  University  and  the  registration 
process  will  be  given.  Immediately  following  this  orientation  assembly,  students 
will  be  directed  to  advisory  sessions  conducted  by  the  school  in  which  they  in- 
tend to  major. 

Students  majoring  in  a  department  in  THE  SCHOOL  OF  ARTS  AND  SCIENCES 
will  remain  in  the  auditorium  of  the  Administration  Building. 

Students  majoring  in  a  department  in  THE  SCHOOL  OF  BUSINESS  ADMINIS- 
TRATION will  report  to  the  auditorium  of  the  School  of  Business  Administration 
Building. 

Students  majoring  in  a  department  in  THE  SCHOOL  OF  EDUCATION  will  report 
to  the  auditorium  of  the  School  of  Education  Building. 

Students  majoring  in  a  department  in  THE  SCHOOL  OF  ENGINEERING  will  re- 
port to  Room  209  in  the  School  of  Education  Building. 


After  advisory  sessions,  students  having  received  their  registration  materials 
in  the  mail  will  be  free  to  register  according  to  the  appointment  time  specified  in 
the  upper  right  corner  of  the  Registration  Appointment  Card.  Students  not  having 
received  packets  will  be  directed  where  to  report  to  obtain  registration  materials. 


CURRENT  STUDENTS 

Current  students  do  not  have  to  notify  the  Records  Office  of  their  intention  to  re-enroll 
in  the  spring.  Packets  will  be  prepared  and  mailed  out  to  all  students  enrolled  in  the  fall 
semester — with  the  exception  of  students  on  probation  and  students  with  financial  obliga- 
tions. Packets  will  be  mailed  out  during  the  week  of  January  16-20.  Students  encountering 
any  problem  in  receiving  their  registration  materials  should  report  to  the  Records  Office  on 
January  26  or  27  to  resolve  this  problem.  See  Page  7  for  further  information  on  packets. 


EVENING  DIVISION 

The  Evening  Division  is  a  separate  administrative  unit,  but  not  a  separate  academic 
unit  of  the  University;  that  is,  students  who  enroll  in  evening  classes  do  so  through  one  of 
the  four  undergraduate  schools  (Arts  and  Sciences,  Business  Administration,  Education,  and 
Engineering) . 

Orientation  for  new  students  in  the  Evening  Division  will  be  held  at  5:30  P.M.,  Mon- 
day, January  30,  1967.  Students  should  go  direct  to  the  University  Auditorium  in  the  Ad- 
ministration Building.  Registration  for  all  students  in  the  Evening  Division  will  be  held  from 
5:30  P.M.  to  9:00  P.M.  on  the  evening  of  Tuesday,  January  31,  1967. 


Evening  Division  students  will  note  that  the  registration  appointment  times  printed 
in  the  upper  right  hand  corner  of  the  Registration  Appointment  Card  are  for  day 
registration.  To  insure  that  Evening  Division  students  register  on  the  same  priority 
(based  on  cumulative  hours  earned)  as  day  students,  Evening  Division  students  will 
report  for  registration  on  the  following  basis:

REGISTRATION  PROCEDURES 

Only  the  general  steps  in  the  registration  procedure  are  presented  here.  More 
specific  instructions  will  be  presented  in  an  instruction  sheet  which  will  be  is- 
sued with  registration  materials.  Basically,  the  registration  procedure  consists  of 
the  following  steps: 

(1)   Secure  registration  materials. 


(2)  Confer  with  faculty  adviser  to  secure  his  guidance  and  approval  in 
planning  your  schedule. 

(3)  New  and  former  students  have  ID  card  made  in  accordance  with  in- 
structions and  times  specified  in  the  instruction  sheet. 

(4)  Enter  the  registration  center  to  secure  class  cards  and  pay  fees. 

EXPLANATION  OF  SELECTED  PROCEDURES 

REGISTRATION  MATERIALS 

Registration  materials  will  be  mailed  to  all  students  who  were  enrolled  in  the 
University  during  the  Fall  Semester,  and  to  all  new  and  former  students  who 
complete  admission  requirements  by  January  11,  1967. 

Any  student  who  does  not  receive  registration  materials  by  mail  may  report 
to  the  Admissions  and  Records  Office  one  week  prior  to  spring  registration,  dur- 
ing regular  working  hours,  to  clear  his  admission  or  readmission  and  secure 
registration  materials. 

ID  CARD 

All  students  must  present  their  permanent  ID  card  before  they  will  be  al- 
lowed to  enter  the  registration  center.  The  place  where  ID  cards  will  be  made 
for  new  students,  former  students,  (and  current  students  who  have  lost  their  ID 
card)  will  be  specified  in  the  registration  instructions  which  will  accompany  your 
registration  materials. 

ADVISER'S  FORM 

Current  students  may  pick  up  adviser's  forms  any  time  after  January  4, 
1967,  in  the  Records  Office.  It  will  not  be  necessary  to  receive  registration  ma- 
terials to  secure  adviser's  approval  of  spring  schedule. 

ADVISERS 

At  the  time  of  registration,  each  student  at  Memphis  State  University  is 
assigned  to  a  faculty  member  who  will  serve  as  his  academic  adviser.  This  ad- 
viser is  a  member  of  the  department  in  which  the  student  is  majoring;  for  this 
reason  it  is  necessary  that  every  student  be  prepared  to  name  a  major  area  at  the 
time  he  registers.  Such  choices  are  not  permanent  or  binding.  The  student  may 
change  his  major  area  at  any  time  during  his  college  career  with  a  minimum  of 
administrative  procedure. 

A.  Current  and  former  students  will  report  to  the  faculty  members  who  have  ad- 
vised them  in  the  past.  If  any  change  in  advisers  is  necessary  or  desired,  applica- 
tion must  be  made  to  the  chairman  of  the  department  concerned. 

B.  Beginning  freshmen  and  transfers  will  receive  instructions  about  advisers  during 
orientation  sessions. 


CHANGE  OF  COURSE 

After  a  student's  registration  is  complete,  he  may,  within  specified  time 
limits,  change  his  class  schedule  through  the  process  of  adding  and/or  dropping 
courses.  APPLICATION  FOR  PERMISSION  TO  ADD  OR  DROP  COURSES 
BEGINS  WITH  THE  FACULTY  ADVISER. 

No  course  may  be  added  after  Wednesday,  February  8. 

No  course  may  be  dropped  after  Wednesday,  February  22. 

Change  in  Section:  It  is  sometimes  necessary  for  a  student  to  request  a 
change  of  a  course  from  one  section  to  another  section. 
Such  changes  will  be  allowed  only  under  unusual  cir- 
cumstances. The  procedure  involves  dropping  one  sec- 
tion and  adding  another;  it  must  be  done  within  the 
time  limits  noted  above  and  MUST  BE  APPROVED 
BY  THE  CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 
CONCERNED. 

CHANGE  OF  SCHOOL 

Students  desiring  to  change  the  school  in  which  they  are  enrolled  may  do  so 
during  a  limited  time  period.  NO  CHANGE  OF  SCHOOL  IS  PERMITTED 
BEFORE  THE  END  OF  THE  DROP  PERIOD.  To  change  schools,  students 
should  go  first  to  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  the  School  in  which  they  are  cur- 
rently enrolled  and  obtain  the  application.  Instructions  for  accomplishing  the 
change  of  school  are  printed  on  the  application. 

WITHDRAWAL 

A  student  may  withdraw  from  the  University  by  notifying  Dean  R.  M.  Robi- 
son  in  person  or  in  writing.  Failure  to  notify  Dean  Robison  of  withdrawal  will 
result  in  a  grade  of  "F"  for  each  course  in  which  the  student  is  registered. 

Students  who  withdraw  before  Wednesday,  February  22,  will  have  their  records 
marked  "BW"  (withdrawn  before  end  of  drop  period). 

Students  who  withdraw  after  Wednesday,  February  22,  will  have  each  of  their 
courses  recorded  as  "PW"  (withdrawn  passing)  or  "FW"  (withdrawn  failing)  de- 
pending upon  their  performance  in  each  course  at  the  time  of  withdrawal. 

The  last  day  to  withdraw  is  Monday,  May  1,  1967. 


SELECTIVE  SERVICE 

New  and  former  male  students  who  wish  to  have  their  Selective  Service 
Board  notified  of  their  enrollment  must  enter  their  Selective  Service  Num- 
ber in  the  appropriate  space  on  the  Student  Information  Form  at  the  time  of 
registration.  NO  OTHER  ACTION  IS  REQUIRED.  Current  students  should 
check  the  accuracy  of  their  pre-printed  Selective  Service  Number. 


SCHEDULE  OF  FINAL  EXAMINATIONS 

Final  examinations  for  the  Spring  Semester  will  begin  on  Friday,  May  19, 
1967.  Each  examination  is  two  hours  in  length  and  attendance  is  compulsory. 
Absence  from  a  final  examination  without  the  permission  of  the  instructor  incurs 
I  mark  of  "F".

SEMESTER  GRADE  REPORTS 

A  mid-term  deficiency  report  is  sent  out  to  all  students  whose  performance 
in  a  course  is  "D"  or  "F"  at  mid-semester.  Students  whose  performance  is  not 
deficient  will  not  receive  any  report.  In  some  cases  the  deficiency  report  may  be 
processed  after  a  student  has  formally  withdrawn  from  the  University.  A  student 
who  has  formally  withdrawn  and  receives  a  deficiency  report  may  disregard  this 
report. 

A  grade  report  showing  the  grade  received,  credit  hours  earned,  and  quality 
points  earned  will  be  mailed  to  each  student  at  the  end  of  the  semester.  The  re- 
ports will  be  mailed  to  the  permanent  address  as  indicated  on  the  student's  IBM 
card  during  registration.  Each  student  should  check  his  address  card  carefully  to 
insure  that  the  address  is  accurate  and  current.  If  a  student's  name  and/or 
address  changes  during  the  semester,  this  should  be  reported  to  the  Records  Of- 
fice, Room  A-218.  See  Change  of  Name  or  Address  Section  below. 


CHANGE  OF  NAME  OR  ADDRESS 

It  is  imperative  that  the  student  keep  his  name  and  address  current  on  Uni- 
versity records.  Opportunity  for  indicating  name  and  address  changes  is  provided 
during  the  registration  period  via  the  Student  Address  Card  in  the  registration 
packet.  If  any  change  in  name  or  PERMANENT  address  has  occurred  since  your 
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last  enrollment,  you  should  indicate  such  in  the  spaces  provided.  No  change  o 
address  or  name  will  be  processed  after  Friday,  April  21,  1967. 

If  your  name  and/or  address  changes  during  the  semester,  you  should  com< 
by  the  Records  Office,  Room  A-218  and  complete  the  form  provided. 

NOTE:  If  the  change  of  name  is  due  to  other  than  marriage,  some  legal  docu 
ment  must  be  presented  to  verify  the  basis  for  the  change.  The  document  is  pre 
sented  at  the  Records  Office,  but  is  not  retained  by  the  Records  Office.
